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DETAILED ACTION 



Applicant's election without traverse of Group II claims 43-45 in the reply filed on 
01/08/2008 is acknowledged. Election of N-(2-bromo-4-methylphenyl)-2-(5-methyl-4-phenyl- 
4H-[l 5 2 5 4]triazole-3-ylsulfanyl)-acetamide ? is also acknowledged. Claims 22, 46, 48 and 49 are 
withdrawn from further consideration pursuant 37 CFR 1.142(b), to as being drawn to a 
nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 

Applicant is advised that the restriction is made Final. 

The examiner acknowledges the preliminary amendments filed 02/23/2005 and 
04/04/2005. Of the original 49 claims, claims 1-21, 23-42, and 47 have been cancelled, and new 
claim 49 has been added. Therefore claims 22, 43-46, 48, and 49 are pending, and claims 43-45 
are under examination. 

The Information Disclosure Statements filed 04/12/2007, and 04/13/2007 are further 
acknowledged. 

OBJECTIONS 

Specification 

Abstract: 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because submission of the first page of an 
international patent publication is not a proper abstract. Correction is required. See MPEP 
§ 608.01(b). 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and should include that which is new in the art to which the 
invention pertains. If the patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be directed 
to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract 
should include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, wherein 
the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the 
new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification 
or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 
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Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



Claims 43-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by . 

Instant application claims are drawn to compounds of formula VI: HET-W -C(Ri)(R2>- 
C(Y)-N(R4R 5 ) (see claim 43-45). 

Soliman teaches the synthesis of 5-(N-Substituted carbamylmethylmercapto)-4- 
substituted 3-(3-pyridyl)-l,2,4-triazoles (I; R = Et, C3H5, Ph, C6H1 1; Rl = substituted Ph, 
C6H1 1) were prepared by treating 5-mercapto-4-substituted 3-(3-pyridyl)-l,2,4-triazoles (II) 
with N-substituted 2-chloroacetamides (see Abstract). For example: N-(2-bromophenyl)-2-[[4- 
phenyl-5-(3-pyridinyl)-4H-l,2,4-triazol-3-yl]thio]-Acetamide. This compound reads on instant 
claims 43-45.
